I blinked, bu t Mau rice calm ly took ou t a therm om eter “This,” he 
resu med, “is my steak therm om eter The steak mu st be at least 120 
degrees. The plate mu st be hot. If the w aiter is wearing glov es, y ou 
can tell that, bu t sometimes the plate is hot and he is not wearing 
glov es, so I often present him with a pair of good American glov es.” 
From an inside pocket, Mau rice took ou t two m agnify ing glasses. 
“I stu dy the steak first with this one.” he said, wav ing a thin lens, 
"then I look at it more closely with the powerfu l one. Finally , I 
take ou t this’’—a bu tter knife appeared in Mau rice’s cu nning hands 
—“and try to cu t the steak. 
“If I can cu t it with a bu tter knife, it is su ccu lent enou gh. As a 
m atter of fact, if I DO cu t it with this knife, I take this”—and ou t 
of another pocket came an impressiv e cardboard sign annou ncing 
that Mau rice Dreicer had cu t a steak in this restau rant with a bu t­ 
ter knife and thu s cou ld recommend the tenderness of the steaks 
there—“and giv e it to the proprietor, together with a silv er bu tter 
knife, as a kind of award. Then he can pu t it in the window’, and 
people will hav e a gu ide to a spot where a tender steak can be 
fou nd.”

IF YOU THINK MAURICE is going to stop with silv er bu tter 
kniv es, thou gh- hah. “I hope,” he said

lobsters. 
“Mind y ou , I w ont endorse the restau rant completely ; only its 
desserts, say , or its steaks, or its lobsters.

Dreicer told me that abou t one ou t of ev ery six steaks he tastes is 
a good steak, althou gh he still has not fou nd the perfect one.

A few of the joints in which he has had good steaks are the U tile 
clu b. Nino's, Coq Rou ge and Pin-Up clu b in New York Q ty , the 
Stu dio clu b in MI. Vernon. N Y., the Fox and Hou nd* in Boston, 
Birman’s in Detroit, the original Bookbinder’s in Philadelphia and 
the Bev erly Cou ntry clu b in New Orleans. 
Dreicer has a backlog of 645 inv itations to v isit v ariou s restau ­ 
rants and taste their steaks, and I imagine this will keep Mau rice 
and his bu sy little bu tter knife activ e for some time to come. 
It was while Mau rice was raptly describing his “sau ce Dreicer” 
for shrimps (sliced tomatoes, coffee, brandy and a good cigar rou nd 
ou t his perfect steak obligatto), consisting of the ju ice of a qu arter 
of a lemon, teaspoonfu l of French m u stard, teaspoonfu l of catsu p, 
black pepper (“from a pepper grinder!’’) and—well, it wa* while he 
wa* going into that, that I excu sed my self to keep another appoint 
ment.

Prolonged Sickness 
Cau sing prolonged and recu rrent 
sickness, it is a drain on the pa­ 
tient’s finances and limits his social 
activ ities.

Early Discovery 
Since there is no form of treat­ 
ment which will permanently ov er­ 
come bronchiectasis, it is dou bly im­ 
portant that it ba discov ered early , 
and measures be employ ed to pre­ 
vent further damage to the lung 
tissu es from cou ghing.

Form of Treatment

The most important 
form of 
treatment for bronchiectasis is what 
is known as postu ral drainage. This 
is done by hav ing the patient lie 
ov er the edge of the bed with his 
hands resting on the floor, so that 
his chest is lower than the

his body . The patient then take* a 
half dozen deep breaths and then 
cou ghs, thu s loosening the secre­ 
tions and permitting them to drain 
ou t. This is continu ed until no more 
secretion can be brought up. 
Variou s su bstances su ch as am­ 
moniu m chloride or steam inhala­ 
tions may be employ ed to increase 
the bronchial secretions. Treatment 
with penicillin or su lfonamide dru gs 
has been tried and may giv e con­ 
siderable benefit in some patient*. 
These are u su ally giv en by inhala­ 
tion. 
Efforts to build tip th* patient’s 
general health and strength with 
rest, fresh air, sunshine and proper 
food are important. The patient* 
u su ally do better in a warm, dry

IS INTERESTING 


Writer 
Traces 
Origin

studies for dog lovers is the his-

I blinked, but Maurice calmly took out a therm om eter “This,’’ he 
resumed, “is my steak therm om eter The steak must be et least 120 
degrees. The plate must be hot. If the w aiter is wearing gloves, you 
can tell that, but sometimes the plate is hot and he Is not wearing 
gloves, so I often present him with a pair of good American gloves." 
From an inside pocket, Maurice took out two magnifying glasses. 
“I study the steak first with this one." he said, waving a thin lens, 
“then I look at it more closely with the powerful one. Finally, I 
take out this”—a butter knife appeared in Maurice’s cunning hands 
—"and try to cut the steak, 
"If I can cut it with a butter knife, it is succulent enough 
As a 
m atter of fact, if I IX) cut it with this knife, I take this" 
and out 
of another pocket came an impressive cardboard sign announcing 
that Maurice Dreieer had cut a steak in this restaurant with a but­ 
ter knife and thus could recommend the tenderness of the steaks 
there—“and g<;e it to the proprietor, together with a silver butter 
knife, as a kind of award.

N Y., the Fox and Hounds in Boston, 
Birm an’s In Detroit, the original Bookbinder’* in Philadelphia a n i 
the Beverly Country club in New Orleans. 
Dreieer has a backlog of 645 invitations to visit various restau ­ 
rants and taste their steaks, and I imagine this will keep Maurice 
and his busy little butter knife active for some time to come.
